It is in the finest tradition of America s past 
for groups of private citizens to come forward, 
in times of national peril, with bold and con­ 
structive recommendations. 
These groups can 
face the nation's problems with an objectivity 
that few in government can match provided they 
have no ax to grind except the nation s security 
and welfare. 
The report made public by the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund is in line with this tradition. It 
has been compiled after a year and a half of 
study by a panel of 30 laymen, industrialists and 
military men. including Dr. Edward Teller, father 
of the H*bomb, Gordon E Dean, former chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission, and Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay. 
Participating in many of its deliberations 
were Robert B. Anderson, who resigned when he 
was named Secretary of the Treasury, and Dr. 
James R Killian, who similarly had to leave the 
group when he was named scientific adviser to 
the President. 
I hey foresee a shift of the world balance 
power to the Soviet Union within the frighten­ 
ingly brief space of two years unless the United 
States acts immediately. To meet this challenge 
they recommend a broad program of corrective 
steps, including an immediate increase of $3 bil­ 
lion a year in the defense budget and a drastic 
reorganization 
of 
the 
whole 
structure 
and 
philosophy of the Department of Defense. 
What is suggested is a major revolution in 
the nation s entire military establishment to gear 
it to the demands of the nuclear age This would 
include real unification, with all officers above 
the rank of brigadier officers of one service with 
an over-all instead of a one-service viewpoint 
Considering the long and bitter struggle 
which preceded the last reorganization of the 
armed services a few years ago. this would be 
the toughest of all of the panels recommenda­ 
tions to put into effect.

Mr. Lincoln keeps a fountain 
of first-class practical telling wisdom. I do not dwell 
on the supposed failures of his government; he has 
shown, I sometimes think an almost supernatural tact 
in keeping the ship afloat at all. with head steady, not 
only not going doVkn, and now certain not to, but with 
proud and resolute spirit, and flag flying in sight of 
the world, menacing and high as ever. I say never yet 
captain, never rules, had such a perplexing dangerous 
task as his, the past two years 
I more and more rely 
upon his idiomatic western genius, careless of court 
s or court decorums."

Lincoln came up from among the lowliest of our 
people and they left immortal footprints upon our 
history.

They didn t want the Democratic 
party being dominated by one 
man, especially a man who bows 
to the oil and gas interests of 
Texas. 
So when Senator McNamara re­ 
ceived Senator Johnson s notice 
that a Democratic caucus had 
been called to “ brief” the Demo­ 
crats on the work of Johnson *
